Committee Submits 
Tentative Constitution 
For Organization 

• ENLIGHI'ENMENT and welfare 
of pre-legal students in regard to 
their academic and professional fu- 
tures will be the keynote of a new 
extra-curricuJa organization soon to 
be established at the University. ' 

To be called "The Pre-fegal So- 
ciety of the George Washington 
University" active planning was be- 
gun Tuesday night at an informal 
meeting of pre-legal .students, num- 
bering thlhrly, with Wayne Knlffin, 
Law School- as president officer, and 
Dean Van Vieck of the Law School 
and Professor Mclntlre, Law Review 
faculty editor, acting In advisory 
capacity. 

Dean Van Vieck spoke on the 
problems of selecting a law school 
dnd meeting the bar exams. He ex- 
plained carefully what is meant by 
an approved law school and added 
that law colleges of twenty-three 
states do not receive credit for their 
degrees at stale bar associations. 
A pre-legal organization should take 
particular concern in supplying its 
members with information as to ap- 
proved and unapproved institutions, 
he said. Profe.ssor Meintire ex- 
plained the function of the Univer- 
•ity’a Law Review and the oppor- 
tunities it gave law students on the 
editorial staff. 

A constitutional committee was 
appointed, and the next meeting 
was set for May 7 to consider the 
work of the committee and begin 
the function of the society. 

A tentative constitution has al- 
ready been submitted to Dean Van 
Vieck by the committee, roughly 
outlying the program and purposes 
of the club, and providing for a 
fteeiing committee to head it. The 
committee will conaist of one mem- 
ber appointed from each undergrad- 
uate college by his dean and one 
from each class of the Law School. 
It will be under the guidance of 
Dean Van Vieck. 

The society will cany on both a 
aodal program and a forum ta deal 
with problems of law studenfj. It 
will i afford closer acquaintiinoe 
among pre-legal students and give 
them a prevle>v.of what is In store 
for them in law college and the pro- 
fiBOslonal world.

Especially because George Washing- 
ton University la s leader In the fleid 
of administrative law. It i» believed 
that mnny of our students may be 
interested In reading this speech which 
Is available In the Appendix to the 
Congressional Record for March 5. 
1940 (p. 87S7L as an extension of the 
remarks of Honorable Emanuel Celler, 
Representative In Congress of the 
Tenth New York District. 

Some excerpts from tills speech seem 
especially appropriate for reflection 
and discussion by the student body 
at this time when the Logan-Walter 
Bill (Senate 915 and Mouse of Repre- 
sentetlves 6S34) to hamstring adminis- 
trative agencies Is pending before Con- 
gress: 

“Actually the sdmlnistrattve process 
Is the oldest thing that there Is In the 
way of government . . . The system of 
checks and bslances Is what la really 
new. and It haa never become deeply 
rooted except In the Anglo-Saxon 
countries. v 

“During recent years our woHd has 
changed. Society has become veptly 
more complex, it is only experts who 
can trace cause into effect Our econ- 
omy Is no longer an axpandhig one. 
Social apd economical problems have 
become acute and press (or solution. 
The duties and responsibilities of gov- 
ernment have enormously increased. 
Under such conditions government net- 
uraliv strives to become more efficient 
and this is expected of it. One expres- 
sion of this urge for efficiency' Is the 
administrative agency. 

“Lawyers have to a v^* consfderabte 
extent been spoiled. They have had 
In which to operate a fleid set apart by 
rules of its own and within which a 
special form of exercise and enjoyment 
was obtainable . . . Lawyers at least 
to the extent that they ere vocal, s^em 
preponderately to be entagnostie to 
sdmlnistrattve commissloits, at least 
those of the flexible type . . . Not do 
we need to sertt to hamstring such 
tribunals bv subordinating their action 
In all -respects to court review on the 
law and the facts. This Is the lawyer's 
pet formula for rendering Impotent 
administrative tribunals.

Anyway, Joe Judge. Georgetown 
baaeball coach, came to bat for us 
to save the day. Since he came tp 
the Hilltop back in' 19.16, Joe has 
been turning out winning teams for 
the Hoyas. In fact, his record 
compares favorably with any col- 
lege coach's record in the country. 

Joe serves as an inspiration to 
the young baseballers and is a great 
hand at developing aspirants. In 
hli major league days, Judge de- 
veloped such stars as Joe KuheJ, 
of the Chicago White Sox, and Joe 
Cronin, manager and shortstop of 
the Boston Red Sox. 

Former Senator First Baseman 

In his 21 years of major league 
baseball beginning In 1917, Judge 
■pent the first 17 as first baseman 
for the local Senators. It was in 
these years that he earned the re^N 
utatlon of being an outstanding 
first baseman and one of the great- 
est fielders In that position in .base- 
ball history. 

Among his other accomplishments. 
are an lifetime batting average of 
.304 and a nine-year reign a.s the 
league leading fielder at first base. 
He also took part in the world 
aeries of 1924 and 1925. Joe 
was thiB outstanding hitter of the 
latter series Which Washington 
won, with an average of .385. 

Saved Johnson's No-Hitter 

Joe's thrill of a lifetime came in 
1920 when "Big Train" Walter 
John.son was oh his way fo .pitch- 
ing his career’s only no-hit, no- 
run game. It was In the ninth in- 
ning with two out when Harry 
Hopper of the Boston Red Sox hit 
a slzzlfng line drive that hit Judge 
in the chest and sprawled him on 
the ground. Prostrated, he grabbed 
the bail and threw to Johnson for 
the out, thus saving a place for 
Walter in the mythical Hall pf 
Fame. 

Another of Joe's memorable 
•vents came in 1928. Clark Griffith 
bought- George Sisler, one time 
great flrst-sacker, from the St. 
Louis Browns. Then it looked as 
If Jo« would ride the bench for 
that season. But Judge fooled 
them all by giving all he had and 
U was Sisler who sat on the bench 
while Joe guarded the initial bag.
